eause the continued appearance of the paper is uncertain, no Saics campaign has 
been undertaken. 
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Certain opposition to this newspaper is expected from the eontrolling group of the 
Russian Emigrant Association. During the general meeting of the United bon Cossaks 
Section of she Cossecsn Union, it was decided to request the Executive Comsittes 
of the Russian Emigrant Association to support an migrant daily. Coloncl G. K. 
Rologov, Ghairman of the Association, rromised to take steps to organize such a 
paper but go far little has been accomplished, The Executive Committee of the 
Association did collect a considerable sum of money for the proposed paper, The 
Committee also negotiated with Y. J. Lovich-Deich, owner ef the Blue Library on ive 
Cardinal Mercier, who wes proposed as editor. N. A. Barsukev, a member of ‘the 
Exveeutive Committee of the Associntion, who has a position on the Shanghas owez 
Post and « vy, insisted that the Association purchase eo printing plant through 
him and cc im a good job on the proposed paper. Prohibitive costs, plus this 
dissension mate it impossible to complete the plans for the Enigrant Assnejation's
